u inovenu-nt ainnnir certain members of 
Ihe House, ineludiiig some of iiiy sun- 
porters, to defe.at th'; povernment. Tliis 
may be denied, as it lias been, but I had 
very good evidence of it, wliich even is 
not wanting in the .Touriial.s of tho 
House; and l>'id *ho opposition then join- 
ed hands with the, defected element nnd 
tlio ilndcpendents, the government would

I'OI.ICV. 

The letter aiiilresscl to Sir AVilfrid' 
Laurier, (Djiies of wlii<-li have been sent 
lo the several sen.ators and rejiresenta- 
tivcs of the ]),iiniiiiiiii Hons,, of f'om- 
nioiis from the province, askiiii.' for Uieir 
co-o])eration in urging oip- i-laiins on the 
government at Ottawa, clearlv outlines 
our position iu regard to railway matters 
nnd reviews the whole iiegoii'.-itions of 
last year. 

As nn earnest of oiir desire, now that 
we have a dcdinite knowledire of the 
liroposed route via Hope mountain, to 
ofTord direct communication to the 
Southern Interior, nnd in order that 
coinpotiMoii may be maintained withnut 
iliscriiiiinntion to railway interests, ili-? 
goveninu'tit has -made a proposal to join 
hands with the Domini, m soveniniciit to 
build the line over tho IIopo mountain 
into the Siinilkameen, as a joint gov- 
ernment uml-rtakin.?, nnd give nil rail- 
ways full and eijual mnning powers 
over it upon n i t ain terms, the saim- as 
is prop,is.Ml lu llie case of tlie New 
.West minster bri,lge. This would, of 
i-ourse. di'peiid upon makiiii.' suilalil.. .-ir- 
r.augi.meuls -.villi the f,'. P. 1!. and the -i'. 
y. it E. to us,' it -when biiill. In so lin- 
ing. I liave stipuliite'ii that it is no' to 
be Ti'gardeil as a precedent for or a'-'ainst 
the general iiriiicipal of govi'rnineiit .nvn- 
ersliiji, so r.'ir as the province is eon,- 'ru- 
ed, or as aiipliealilc to otlier i-o;i,ls c .lei- 

eonsi'Ierat ion ; but sim;)ly as a pr siil 

thai might uist.ly be aiioiiteil in a ipe- 
eial case anil under peculiar condillons. 
The pro\ime alone could not. nor I 
believe it is the business of the prov nco 
to, iiiidertakr' tlie building of railways on 
its o\yii behalf, but so far as this parllcu- 
lar line is i-oneerned. where some one 
coiii|iany must be subsidized to tile cxclii- 
sioii of all other lines, by the Dominion 
ami the I'rovinee uniting on a eerlain 
division of cost, it would afl'ord the eoni- 
petitifui desired and provide for all limi; 
to coiiii> au'ainst the trade of the country 
being monopolizi'd by any railway cor'- 
jioration. 

ISIMIOriATION-. 

•.Another matter of the greatest nossi- 
Ide importance to the province is the set- 
tlement of the unoccupied lands of Brit- 
ish Columbia. This more than aiiylhing 
else bas oceunii'd the attention of tho 
ex(>cutive. ■\\'liile there are birge a'-,'as 
in tho Interior, not yet readied bv rail- 
ways, suitable for settlement, there are 
at tho same tinn' considerable trai-fs of 
both crown and jirivate lands in the dis- 
tricts adjacent to existing lines of com- 
inuniciition,. which are vacant and un- 
productive. I believe -we should first 
fill up the di.stricts near our towns and 
cities befDl|e' going far back. The dif- 
iTiculty we find is not in getting settlers, 
bocnusi? inquiries are numerous. but,in 
lotiatiug them. The government has Ha- 
vised ""a selieme' •for-' 'placing tracts' ' of i 
laud from 3,000 acres in o.vtent upwards 
on the ijiarket for settlers, 03 tho easiest 
possible terms. I cnnnot very well ont- 
lino the i)lan before the ni'^eting of tlio 
legislature takes place, but a .bill will 
be submitted very early in the S'^'siou, 
nnd it .will be found priu'ticable and cal- 
culated to effecl tho setlleuicnt on .mnall 
liolding.s of thousands of fa'-mers in the 
most acccssibli? districts. This we re-

liciinied a harbor eoniiuissioner. Inter- 
ested in many larue- enteriirises he was a 
dele.i,'ate twice to the Couirreas of Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the I'jiupiro, and 
ill ISHli went to C^apetowu in "behalf of 
(.'aiuKlian eoiiimercial interests. In lS'J-1 
iio 'was elected pretsideut of tho Deep 
Waterways convention at Toronto. He 
tooic a prominent part ia the Imperial 
Federation movement, land in lS,Oi; as- 
sisted to found tho British Empire 
League. He wa.s elected to tho House 
of Oanmions as a Liberal in 1800, and 
was taken into the cabinet iwithout port- 
folio liu tho same year.

across the Atlantic, Mr. Ward said that 
if the claims were good, they would do- 
te'- peo])le from laying any more e:ibles.

Of course the idea 
is iiiit wholly conceivable by a limiteil 
intellit'eiK-e, but the attempt has been 
made to demoiistrate the truth of it by 
taking the case of two men arriving at 
the North Polo from opposite points iu 
the same instant of time. To one of 
these It would be tomorrow where tlie 
others was, and to the other yesterday 
where tho other was, while to each of 
them it would he tmlay where he was 
himself. Starting from this basis it is 
argued out most ingeniously that it is 
only a question of motioi. whether the 
actual niiitneiit is new or tiui thiiusan.l 
years lieiiee or ten llniusand years au-n. 
We have not space for the demoustra- 
tioii, and must content ourselves wilii 
savin;; that the locical process is without 
a Haw. An accepted propositimi is tliaj 
an iiiliiiite number nf anyliiiiii; is eiiual 
i.< iiilir.'.ly. but it is evident lhat an iii- 
liniie iiuiiilier of fnicllons decreasing in 
the following proportion: Oiic-linlf, onc- 
(piaiter, one-eighth, and so on, added to- 
gether will be less than one. .Xnother 
ciiuiliisiiin that is lll^'io;^^.y ileiiienst ru- 
ble is that no two iilisiilutely slrii','hl 
lines can lie drawn o;i the surface of the 
earth, which if prolonged far enough 
will not meet. This being tlie case, there 
can be no lines that are strictly imrallel. 
This, we say, is deuiniisli'able by llie a|i- 
plication of tho strictest principles of 
loi;ie. But perhaps tho most extraordin- 
ary of all tho curious demonstrations is

!y anil inilolinitel.v, it would follow that 
ultinialely every part of tlie earth's sur- 
fai'e would occupy every part of space, 
from which it follows that an infinite 
number of solid bodies can exist in the 
same space. As the iiniposer of this 
curiiius stateiiiciit says, if such an en- 
largement could lake place, there wnubl 
cnnie a time when we would see lie 
.Vnlipodes coming down upon us out nf 
the sk.v. Such are sioiie o! the seem- 
ingly absurd civni^lusinns reauhcil by the 
application of the iirinciples of lojric tn 
what is s.iid to be the most e.xncl brain h 
of science. As the writer last referred 
tn says, if there is smli .i thin:; as a 
•■rmirth (liiiieiisinii." that is. if lin.lics 
are siinietliiii'4 eise than Inii^'. brnail ami 
thick, it may alfonl the explanatmn ol 
these apparent absurdities.

If we capital- 
ize this revenue ou a four per cent, 
basis, it will bo seen that the seal 
herd today represents an asset of tho 
federal government worth in tho neigh- 
borhood of §5,000,000, and yet Mr. lil- 
llott and his friends come forward with 
a coM-tblobded proposition to extennin- 
ate the herd unless Great Britain .can 
bo forced to slop the Oanadiaus from 
taking seals on the bi.nh seas.

I'aee wuuld be many times ;;reater tlinn the 
Iiel-bt of tho pole fniiii whleb the iin'ssiiues 
Were sent, ,so that air waves sent olt from 
the transmliler ivonlil pass far over the 
re.'elver, striking olT in lan;:ent fnim the 
surface of the earlJi. In other words, the 
earth Itself would lulerveiie as a dlrei t ob- 
stacle to waves piisslui: between transmit- 
ter and receiver.. 

I'rof. Trowbridge has for sonio time been 
In communication wltli bis home, a dlstmiee 
of about a mile friim tlie laboriitery by 
means of wireless liisiniiueuls.

«lveii perfect HalJ.sfaelion. The plan Is 
Identical wllli that used by Marcoid. The 
only dllTerenco Is that whereas that Invent- 
or tblnks he Is utllizlnc the air, Trowbridge 
Is almost certain that he Is using the earth 
as his (dilef Instrument.

Sir,— If "Onlouker," In last night's Times, 
was the parent of some healthy, Uherty- 
lovhiK' boys, he wiiuld asrco wirh the sub- 
scriber that It would be "business manage- 
ment," "iirosress," on the part of the 
Hoard of Kducadon anil justlci; to the 
community u pay a male teacher ?7o aud 
more, lu iirefcrence tu paying J15 to a 
woman, for nominally the same service. It 
Is not required of teachers to possess a uni- 
versity education to teach children In the 
clas.ses referred to by "Unlooker" so much 
as that boys of the a(,'e of, say, 8 to 12 
years, should l>e ruled by a firm and reso- 
lute teacher, who combines the art of teach- 
ing with physical superiority to inspire his 
pupils with more or less fear, nud which, 
as a rule, is the only successfull means to 
make boys as above obey their teacher aud 
carry out their lessons. Hut to enable a 
man to adopt teaching »s his life's occupa- 
tion and thereby enable hliu to some day 
support n family, it can not be expected 
that lie can do so on the same salary ;;lrl 
teachers now receive In our schools.

Full Court Affirms Judgment 
of Mr. Justice Drake in 
Brooks Case. 



Oilier Cases Arqued Before the 
Court of Appeal Yes- 
terday. 



Their Lordships .luHticcR AValkcm, 
Irving and .Martin beard urmnueut yes- 
teril.iv in the case of Uex V. Brooks, 
which ^vas rescrvod at the trial by .Mr, 
,lu-.liee Drake, and alllnued the decision 
lit the trial judge. The ind.etmcnt up- 
,in which Klder Brooks was tried cou- 
taiueil idglit counts, ttud ho was found 
guilty on six, but not on the chargea of 
nianslaughtc r. 
■riie I'viili'i.ee at 'he trial disclosed 
I that .loliu Kogers, mentioned in tho in- 
! dictuu'iit, was at the time of the death 
I of his eliililreii, u member of the sect 
I ctilled Catholic Christians in Ziou, or 
i shortlv, Zioniles. One of the tenets of 
the sect is that it is contrary to the 
i teaching of the Bible, and therefore 
I wrong, to have recourse to medical aid 
and drugs In case of sickness. In cou- 
! Boiiuonce of his belief in that doctrine, 
Itogem omitted to provide his children 
with medical atteudnwcD, appropriate 
meilicnl remedies, when they were sick 
with diphtheria. The children were 
both under the age of si.\ years, were 
members of their father's liousebold and 
were wliollv dependent U|.ou him for 
support. He knew the children litid 
diplitheriu anil that it was a dangerous 
I and eontugious disease. The disease 
i proved fnta', to both children. Kogers' 
I eireumstaiues were such that he eouM 
I have jiaiil for iiicdical ,it t eiida nee and 
I medical reuiedies. 'I'he uiedicnl testi- 
mony proved conclusively the n;itui-e of 
i Ihe disease that caused the death of 
■ these children, and thai the ordinary 
remedies would have |irolougcd their 
i lives, and in all i-rohal ilily wmild liav" 
I resulted Ml their coiniiiele j-ccoverv. I'n- 
I der these cirrii mst a iices Mis Lordship 
I held Ih.-il the Cither liad omitted with- 
out lawful excuse to pcrforni the duty 
I 111 the premises imiinsed upon hiin by 
sections 2<)!> and 2111 of the Criminal 
I'l'.ide and by the eoiiiiiiiiii law, and, fui'- 
ther, held upon the evidence that the 
pri-oiier, Mugene llrouks, was present, 
unlawfully aiding, abetting, assisting, 
eoiiuseHiiig and procuring Itogers to 
omit without lawful e.Kcuse to perforin 
his dulii'S. 

The jirisoner lirooks wis convicted and 
sentenced to three ^louths' iinprison- 
tncut, "Mr. .Iiistiec Drake, the trial 
judge, respited the e.\eciition of the 
sentence, admitted Brooks to bail, and 
at; his request, reserved tlie following 
iinesiiouH for the Court o£ Crowu Cu.ses 
lii'served:
